I. GENERAL CONTRACT INFORMATION 
 
A. The purpose of this firm fixed price Indefinite-delivery indefinite-quantity purchase order is for 

language instruction.   
 

B. The contract will be for a one-year period from the date of the contract award, with two one-
year options.  

 
C. The Contractor should have a knowledge of the English language which is roughly equivalent to 

the Foreign Service Institute score of 3+ or 4 (General Proficiency Level plus or Advanced 
Professional Proficiency).  Language capability will be determined during the interview which 
will be held in English. 

 
D. The Contractor should have a university degree, preferably in the educational field, and should 

have at least two years of experience teaching Slovak to an adult audience. 
 
E. The Contractor needs to be able to get a security clearance through the Embassy’s Regional 

Security Office. 
 
 
II. MINIMUM AND MAXIMUM AMOUNTS 
 
During this contract period, the Government shall place orders totaling a minimum of 10 hours of 
instruction and accompanying preparation time to be provided at a firm fixed price per hour by the 
Contractor. This reflects the contract minimum for this period of performance.  The amount of all 
orders shall not exceed 100 hours of instruction and accompanying preparation time.  This reflects 
the contract maximum for this period of performance.

V. DEFINITIONS 
 
"COR" means Contracting Officer's Representative; see FAR 52.212-4 Contract Terms and 
Conditions – Commercial Items, in Section 2. 
 
"Government" means the United States Government unless otherwise stated. 

 

VI. PERFORMANCE WORK STATEMENT 

 
The Contractor shall provide Slovak language instruction to adult students that focuses on job-
relevant terminology (political, economic, consular, management, etc.) as well as cultural lessons 
and topics of general interest typically found in Slovak-language mass-media publications. 



Instruction shall be based on proficiency, communication, and academic principles as used at the 
Foreign Service Institute at the Department of State. 
 
The Office of Personnel Management shall define the language proficiency levels identified as 
desired outcomes.  All students shall be measured on their language proficiency levels in accordance 
with the Foreign Service Instituted Language Proficiency Test. The Contractor shall develop 
instructional materials as needed to encourage the development of speaking (including to the media, 
for advanced students), listening, and reading skills. 
 
 
A. PERIOD OF PERFORMANCE 
 
1. Classes shall be one hour in length plus 30 minutes of preparation time for beginners classes and 
60 minutes preparation time for intermediate and advanced classes. 
 
2. The Contractor will perform based on a schedule provided by the COR. Classes will take place 
twice a week and shall be scheduled between Monday and Friday 8:00 am to 6:00 pm.  Depending 
on the number of students at post, the Contractor must be available to teach at least two classes at 
different times of the day during each work day.  In addition, the Contractor must be able to 
accommodate reasonable requests for a change in venue or the scheduled time.  However, every 
effort will be made to not change the time schedule within the trimester (3-5 month time periods). In 
case a change to the existing schedule or program is required, the COR will provide an updated 
schedule at least 5 days before it is to go into effect. 
 
3. It is desirable that the teacher be available to organize and take at least four separately-funded 
weekend immersion trips, occasional day trips and to develop/supervise a home-stay language 
program for students and any other innovative language activities suggested by the class or COR, 
however it is not a requirement. 
 
 
B. SPECIFIC TASKS 
 
The Contractor shall provide instructional Foreign Language Training services at a firm fixed price 
as specified in the contract.  The objective of each training module or lesson is to prepare all students 
as efficiently and effectively as possible so that they can accomplish the goals of the training. 

 
The Contractor shall develop the linguistic competency needed for personnel or dependents, 
concentrating on survival skills for beginner students and concentrating on job skills for those 
students who already have greater familiarity with the language and who are expected to use it in the 
performance of their job. 

 
No more than six students will be part of any class, unless mutually agreed upon by the Contractor 
and the Government. 
 
1. GOALS OF FOREIGN LANGUAGE TRAINING 
 
The goal of training is to provide the student with the skills and knowledge necessary to rapidly 
reach the desired level of performance as identified in the training modules or lessons identified 
below. Each student, at the completion of training, shall be able to perform at the required level of 
proficiency. 
 
1.1 ORAL RECOGNITION AND RESPONSE MODULE, LESSON 1 
 



1.1.1 For Beginners: RECEPTION AND INITIAL CONTACT, BEHAVIOR 1 
When addressed in Slovak, the student will be able to recognize designated commonly encountered 
phrases and questions with the Slovak speaking public.  The student must then respond 
appropriately, providing acceptably worded and pronounced verbal responses, answering the 
questions asked, or providing information as needed.  At least 90% of the students completing 
training will be able to recognize and respond appropriately to at least 95% of the selected 
vocabulary, in 95% of the occurrences in which the selected vocabulary is presented. 
 
1.1.2 For intermediate/advanced students: SOCIAL CONVERSATION, BEHAVIOR 2 
When engaged in social conversation, the student will be able to communicate with the Slovak 
speaking public, carrying on an appropriately worded and pronounced dialogue in the correct dialect 
and grammar.  At least 85% of the students tested in each class shall be able to answer correctly at 
least 90% of the selected vocabulary questions when used in conversational exchange. 
 
1.2 READING COMPREHENSION MODULE, LESSON 2 
 
1.2.1 For Beginners: RECOGNITION AND SUBJECT MATTER COMPREHENSION, 
BEHAVIOR 1 
The student will be able to recognize designated key phrases or questions in Slovak, from the 
selected vocabulary when reading written communication or letters. The student must then respond 
appropriately, providing the requested information by selecting the correct reply, or by properly 
identifying the functional organization for whom the written communication was intended.  At least 
85% of the students completing training for each class will be able to comprehend and appropriately 
respond to or determine the intended addressee for at least 90% of the written communications in 
which the selected vocabulary is presented. 
 
1.2.2 For intermediate/advanced students: TRANSLATION, SUMMARIZATION, AND 
RESPONSE SELECTION, BEHAVIOR 2 
After reading communications, messages, or letters written in Slovak, the student will be able to 
comprehend, translate, and correctly summarize the purpose and content of the written 
communication that was provided.  The student must be able to translate the requested information 
or pre-planned reply, and prepare a response to the selected communication.  At least 75% of the 
students completing the training shall correctly recognize, comprehend, and summarize the written 
communication, and to translate the correct response to the written communication at least 85% of 
the time. 
 
2.   STUDENT TESTING 

2.1. During class, the Contractor may administer tests on knowledge and proficiency as an element 

of evaluating the student's progress in the training module or lesson.   The Contractor shall provide 

these tests periodically to: 

 determine the student's progress; 

 identify areas of weakness where supplemental training may be needed; and,  

 quantify the student's then-current level of knowledge and proficiency. 

 
2.2 Initial testing will be used to establish a baseline for measurement of knowledge and proficiency 
obtained, and may be used in a predictive manner to facilitate personal training planning.  
 
2.3 The Contractor shall use tests, including Computerized Adaptive Testing, which are approved by 
the Foreign Service Institute, or the Defense Language Institute, or by recognized and accepted by 
national professional associations and organizations identified below: 



 
 -Modern Language Association of America 
 -American Council on the Teaching of Foreign Languages 
 -Foreign Service Institute 
 -Foreign Language Center within Defense Language Institute 
 -Federal Interagency Language Round table 
 -or other nationally recognized foreign language bodies 
 
3.   STUDENT PROGRESS DOCUMENTATION AND TRAINING RECOMMENDATIONS 
 
The Contractor shall be responsible for documenting each student's training progress, and for 
preparing training recommendations for each student at least once every three months. The 
recommendations may state specific plans for remedial, or supplementary use of supportive training 
materials, or use of tutoring and personalized training techniques   
 
4.   STUDENT COUNSELING 
 
The student will receive the above mentioned regular updates on his/her progress and will be given a 
chance to discuss the findings with the instructor(s) in order to develop the most effective individual 
development plan.  The counseling sessions should result in specific tasking for remedial, or 
supplementary use of supportive training materials, or use of tutoring and personalized training 
techniques, as needed to improve student performance. The training recommendations will be 
documented.   
 
VII. STUDENT ATTENDANCE 
 
If a student is unable to attend a class, he/she is obliged to notify the Contractor directly no later than 
24 hours before the lesson either via phone or SMS. Class will take place as long as there is at least 
one student in attendance.  It is the student’s responsibility to make up for any missed class or, in the 
case multiple classes missed due to sickness or other unavoidable circumstances, to request 
individual coaching to catch up with the rest of the class. 
 
The Contractor will prepare an attendance sheet for each class. The copy of the sheet including the 
attendees’ signature will be an inseparable part of the invoice.  
 
VIII. CONTRACTOR FURNISHED PROPERTY 
 
A. The Contractor shall provide all instructional materials including texts, class exercises, handouts, 
tests, and audio-visual media.  The cost of the materials can be claimed for reimbursement under this 
contract provided they were pre-approved by the COR and funds were available at the time of 
purchase.  
 
B. The Contractor shall provide all other materials as needed such as newspapers, magazines, 
photocopied materials, etc., written in the designated language for use by students in exercises or for 
testing purposes. The cost of the materials can be claimed for reimbursement under this contract 
provided they were pre-approved by the COR and funds were available at the time of purchase. 
 
C. The Contractor shall be able to provide the required training in a classroom setting, based on the 
sequence of training modules or lessons and the accompanying goals and objectives, specified in 
Section VI above, or otherwise agreed upon by both parties.  In addition, the Contractor shall have 
general knowledge of a broad range of topics such as politics, economics, science, technology, music 
and culture and be able to answer general questions about these areas of interest or provide students 
with other available resources.  
 



IX. GOVERNMENT-FURNISHED PROPERTY AND INFORMATION 
 
A.  The Embassy shall provide a classroom for a maximum of 6 students.  
 
B.  The Embassy shall provide all necessary site support materials and equipment, including items 
such as: 

 flip chart and easel 

 chalkboard or erasable marker-whiteboard 

 opportunity to use a videocassette player or overhead projector 

 available class materials from FSI 

 expendable/consumable classroom supplies (i.e. paper, pencils, pens, chalk, markers and 

binders).  

The Embassy shall replenish such expendable/consumable items as needed to provide for the 
performance of the work. 
 
 
X. Contracting Officer’s Representative (COR)  
 
A. The COR (see clause 652.242-70 in Section 2 Addendum) will provide specific guidance and 
answer questions relative to the requirements described in this contract.   
 
B. The COR will provide a list of approved attendees.

XII Quality Assurance and Surveillance Plan (QASP).  
 
This plan is designed to provide an effective surveillance method to promote effective 
contractor/teacher performance. The QASP provides a method for the COR to monitor contractor 
performance, advise the contractor of unsatisfactory performance, and notify the Contracting Officer 
of continued unsatisfactory performance.  The Contractor, not the Government, is responsible for 
management and quality control to meet the terms of the contract.  The role of the Government is to 
conduct quality assurance to ensure that contract standards are achieved.

A.   SURVEILLANCE.  The COR will receive and document all complaints from Government 
personnel regarding the services provided.  If appropriate, the COR will send the complaints to the 
Contractor for corrective action.   
 
B.   STANDARD. The performance standard is that the Government receives no more than one (1) 
customer complaint per month. The COR shall notify the Contracting Officer of the complaints so 
that the Contracting Officer may take appropriate action to enforce the inspection clause (FAR 
52.212-4, Contract Terms and Conditions-Commercial Items), if any of the services exceed the 
standard. 
 
C.   PROCEDURES.  
1. If any Government personnel observe unacceptable services, either incomplete work or required 
services not being performed, they should immediately contact the COR. 
2. The COR will complete appropriate documentation to record the complaint.   
3. If the COR determines the complaint is invalid, the COR will advise the complainant. The COR 
will retain the annotated copy of the written complaint for his/her files.   
4. If the COR determines the complaint is valid, the COR will inform the Contractor and give the 
Contractor additional time to correct the defect, if additional time is available.  The COR shall 
determine how much time is reasonable. 
5. The COR shall, as a minimum, orally notify the Contractor of any valid complaints.   
6. If the Contractor disagrees with the complaint after investigation and challenges the validity of 
the complaint, the Contractor will notify the COR.  The COR will review the matter to determine the 
validity of the complaint.  
7. The COR will consider complaints as resolved unless notified otherwise by the complainant.   
8. Repeat customer complaints are not permitted for any services. If a repeat customer complaint is 
received for the same deficiency during the service period, the COR will contact the Contracting 
Officer for appropriate action under the Inspection clause.
